OF ITS LANGUAGE COULD USEFULLY SUPPLANT PASSAGES OF OTHER

IS CONSIDERING. TO MINIMIZE PROSPECT OF PLENARY BECOMING 

A DRAFTING SESSION, US REP SHOULD SUGGEST THAT MD(73)66

JULY 15. 

2. FYI: ALTHOUGH WE AGREE WITH MISSION THAT PARTS OF 
MD(73)66 MAY PROVE CONTROVERSIAL, WE FEEL SOME OF THE
